rounding him up, or by Tiaking: things 
so unpleasant for him ty cutting him 
off from his base of su iplles and in- 
terfering with his tran iportatlon fa- 
cilities, that he will be forced to see 
the error of his ways anc forsake them.

He preaches 


A Defense of the Agricultural College 


There was printed in these columns yesterday a communication from 


John Gamble of Hayward relative to the agricultural department of the 


i State University. We agree with all Mr. Gamble says in praise of'that insti- 


tution. He opens, however, by expressing "surprise at certain strictures" on 


': the agricultural school which he allepes appeared in THE TRIBUNE. 
Mr. 


Gamble has not read closely. 
We have criticised the treatment the .school 


has received -at the hands of those chief in authority at Berkeley, but not 
the school itself. We have deprecated the minor position it has been made to 
assume and the discrimination practiced against it in favor of the classical, 
philosophical and scientific departments, but we. have never questioned Its 
usefulness nor disparaged its work. 


THE TRIBUNE has demanded more liberal support for the school, fairer 


treatment for It by those in academic iiithority, and the adoption of a policy 
that will increase its dignity and importance instead of minimizing them. 
There has been manifested a disposition of late to relegate the college to the 
'position of a laboratory of research, ••xperimentation and anaiysis, with its 
teaching confined mainly to bulletins addressed periodically to the farmers 
throughout the State—a sort of open srhool of correspondence as it were. As 
a, result of this policy less than one-tu entieth of the students enrolled in the

work of the college to anatylical research and botanical experimentation. 
In our opinion, the college should be made what it was intended to be—a 
school for actually training young; men and young women in the science of 
agriculture. Obscurity, neglect and ridicule are preventing it from being this. 
The college should be provides with suitable buildings and equipments, given 
greater encouragement and treated with the consideration It deserves—not 
that it has failed In usefulness in the past, but that its usefulness has been 
cramped and crippled by a policy, which has relegated It to an Inferior and 
despised position in the several schools constituting the free departments of 
the University. We have contended that this policy Is unjust to the college, 
unjust to the agricultural industry and an invidious discrimination against 
the farming class. 
It amount"d to op^n contempt of farming as a pursuit. 


The college is giving the State valuable- service by its chemical and botanical 
experiments and its correspomlence, but it should also be a largely attended 
school. It cannot be this so long as it is housed in a temporary wooden shed 
without decent ciass rooms. It will remain a "cow college" Just as long as it 
is set off to one side in a rookery, like a chicken coop or a pigsty. 


We heartily agree with Mi". Gamble that the college should be provided 


with a new building of dimensions and architectural dignity eo.ua! to its im- 
portance. The ban of inferiority and neglect should be removed, and the col- 
leg rescued from the obscurity into which it has been thrust that a greater 
prominency might be given other departments.

Some of those now 
in use are antiquated, obsolete and proctlcally worthless, white the city has 
outgrown the classroom capacity nt the disposal of the board.

commodations for a population ot only fiO.OOO, whereas the population of the 
city approximated 90.000, and Is growing :i: an unprecedented rate. By the time 
the structures provided for in the- proposed bond issue are completed it will 
' exceed 100,000: It would be poor policy to call for a smaller bond issue, only 


to find the School Department in need 01' more room by the time the money is 
expended. 
We should keep ahead, not behind, the needs of the department. 


Our schools are our crowning clory, our boast, our pride, and we should re- 
tain the advanced position in providing superior educational facilities that we 
took many years aKO. 
The proposed bund issue is estimated to provide the 


department with i.miile room for the n f x t ten or fifteen years to come.

Policeman Smith declares

made a target of by the freshmen and 
that In order to protect himself and 
frighten away the 
enthusiastic col- 
legians he fired two shots In the air. 


Smith came across the "party 
of 


freshmen Just as they were about to 
place lime in their numerals dug in the 


hillside a nipht or two 
before. 
The 


officer was separated from Professor C. 
L. Cory, the head of the faculty com- 
mittee on students' affairs, and his de- 
tachment 
of 
Oakland 
policeman. 


Realizing this fact, the students were 
not inclined to obey Smith's command 
to halt and when he pursued them at 
least five shots were fired at him. 
"I think I had a pretty doss call," 
declared Policeman Smith in discuss- 
ing the Incident. "The freshmen were 
walUng to repel any sophomores who 
might have dared to storm the hill and ' 
they did not take kindly to my pres- 
ence. Their bullets sung all around me 
as they started to rim away.

The subject treated was "Barras, the 


Director," and the period the years from 
1795 until 1799, the period of the direc- 
torate. 
One distinguishing feature of the time 


•was that during those yenrs Napoleon, 
with Barras' assistance, was making his 
military reputation. The four years were 
characterized as the period of transition 
rom. the strain of the reljjn of terror to 
he military government of Napoleon as 
Consul and as Emperor. 
Barras himself 
came of one of the 
oldest families of 
Provence, and like many of the nobles of 
the time, after the end of the reign of 
terror became an extravagant debauchee, 
although never a mean one. 
It wa.s at 


the siege of Toulon that he perceived th« 
military ability of Napoleon and became 
his patron. 
Barras followed n policy of 


vigorous war against Austria and Eng- 
land, and by his influence Napoleon was 
appointed to command 
the army with 
which he finally compelled Austria to sue 
for peace. The important faet in the his- 


trallKed government 
established during 
the reign of terror and made easier th« 
path of Napoleon in establishing a. mili- 
tary despotism.
